OPENING. 

Faribault,  Minn.,  Sept.  25,  1895. 
The  Minnesota  A'nnual  Conference  of  tlie  Methodist  Episcopal  Church 
hegan  its  forty-first  session  in  First  Chui-ch,  Faribault,  Minn.,  Sept.  25, 
1895. 

The  Conference  was  called  to  order  at  nine  o'clock  by  the  President, 
Bishop  Charles  H.  Fowler.  The  798th  hymn  was  sung,  and  the  Bishcp 
led  in  prayer  and  read  and  expounded  verses  one  to  eight  of  the  thir- 
teenth chapter  of  3.  Corinthians.  The  sacrament  of  the  Lord's  Supper 
was  then  administered  by  Bishop  Fowler,  assisted  by  the  Presiding 
Elders.

PRESIDING  ELDERS*  REPORTS. 


MANKATO  DISTRICT. 

I  have  been  very  kindly  and  cheerfully  assisted  this  year  in  my 
work  by  the  brethren  of  Mankato  District,  both  clerical  and  lay. 

Death  has  not  invaded  our  ranks.  The  pastors  and  their  families 
have  been  generally  Avell  and  cheerful,  and  happy  in  their  work.  I 
think  the  most  of  them  have  their  salaries  paid  in  full.  With  two 
exceptions  all  have  remained  at  their  posts  during  the  year.  Brother 
Kennedy,  the  supply  with  Brother  Davis  on  the  Alden  charge,  was 
obliged  to  be  excused  on  account  of  failing  eyesight.  He  has  the  respect 
and  sympathy  of  the  circuit  and  of  the  preachers  on  the  district. 
Brother  Parr  has  supplied  his  place  with  acceptability  and  success. 
About  four  months  ago  it  became  necessary  for  me  to  find  a  supply  for 
Lake  Crystal  charg?.  The  conditions  were  peculiar  and  perplexing. 
Brother  G.  H.  Quigley  was  secured,  and  has  given  entire  satisfaction. 

Most  of  the  pastors  have  held  revival  services,  and  Avith  a  measure 
of  success— some  of  them  with  marked  success.  The  number  of  con- 
versions on  the  district  reported  to  me  are  about  500. 

Most  of  the  Epworth  Leagues  on  the  district  are  thriving.  Some  of 
them  are  doing  excellent  benevolent  work.  The  missionary  cause  and 
Asbury  Hospital  come  in  for  their  good  share.  We  have  divided  the 
district  into  four  subdistricts.  Our  subdistrict  conventions  have  been 
occasions  of  interest,  profit,  and  spiritual  power.  The  Junior  League 
has  had  special  attention,  and  is  very  prosperous  all  over  the  district. 

We  have  on  this  district  thirty  chapters  with  a  membership  of  1,226. 
We  have  twenty  Junior  leagues  with  a  membership  of  882, 
making  a  total  of  fifty  leagues  witli  a  membership  of  2,108,  an  increase 
of  about  400.   About  400  "Epworth  Heralds"  are  taken  on  the  district. 

The  material  improvements  have  not  boon  as  extensive  as  we  hoped, 
or  as  they  will  be  another  year  with  returning  prosperity,  but  some- 
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thing  has  been  accomplished  and  quite  a  number  of  old  debts  have- 
been  reduced  and  others  paid.  The  church  and  parsonage  at  Albert 
Lea  have  been  painted  and  new  steps  built.  The  church  at  Alden  has 
paid  the  balance  due  the  Church  Extension  Society.  Since  writing  the 
above  sentence  a  fire  has  broken  out  in  Alden,  destrojang  half  of  the 
business  portion  of  the  town  and  our  beautiful  little  church.  The> 
have  $1,000  insurance  on  the  building  and  $200  on  the  furniture.  At 
Amboy  the  parsonage  has  been  remodeled,  papered,  and  painted 
throughout,  and  a  fine  barn  built.  At  Austin  the  church  has  beeiv 
gre  itly  improved  by  putting  in  electric  lights  and  by  the  artistic  manner 
in  which  they  are  arranged.  The  balance  of  the  church  debt  has  been 
assumed  by  the  Ladles'  Aid  Society  and  most  of  it  paid. 

At  Blooming  Prairie  the  parsonage, which  was  in  a  wretched  condition, 
has  b:e  1  p_it  in  good  repair.  At  Blue  Earth  City  electric  lights  have  been 
introduced,  adding  greatly  to  the  appearance  of  the  church  and  to  the 
comfort  and  pleasure  of  pastor  and  people.  At  Brownsdale  the  church 
has  been  enlarged  and  remodeled,  half  an  acre  of  land  secured,  and  a 
nice  commodious  parsonage  erected.  The  church  at  Waltham  has  been 
neatly  fmmished.  On  the  Cleveland  charge  the  small  debt  on  the 
parsonage  has  been  paid,  and  a  new'  organ  purchased  for  the  Lexington 
church,  which  has  wrought  a  great  change  for  good  in  the  community. 
At  Delavan  the  parsonage  has  been  given  two  coats  of  paint.  At 
Madison  Lake,  on  the  Eagle  Lake  charge,  the  debt  on  the  church  has 
be^n  greatly  reduced  and  some  improvements  made  on  the  parsonage. 
At  Elmore  the  church  has  been  artistically  decorated.  Three  hundred 
dollars  have  been  paid  on  the  parsonage  debt  this  year.  At  Gordons- 
ville  the  Epworth  League  has  renovated  and  beautified  the  church 
and  paid  all  the  expense.  The  parsonage  debt  at  Glenville  has  at  last 
been  mped  out.  At  Dodge  Center  the  church  has  been  renovated  and 
nicely  decorated.  Something  has  also  been  raised  on  the  parsonage 
debt,  how  much  I  do  not  know.  At  Janesville  an  addition  has  been 
made  to  the  parsonage  and  the  balance  due  the  Church  Extension 
Society  on  the  Smith  Mills  church  has  been  paid.  At  Le  Sueur  a  fine 
lot  has  been  secured  and  a  good  parsonage  is  being  erected.  At 
Madelia  the  church  has  been  beautifully  decorated  and  newly  carpeted. 
At  Lyle  steps  have  been  taken  to  raise  their  parsonage  debt.  At 
Mankato  two  fine  lots,  a  double  corner,  100x1.57  feet,  have  been  secured 
and  a  neat  chapel  erected,  which  will  be  ready  to  dedicate  in  a  few 
weeks.  At  Mapleton  a  new  barn  has  been  built  and  paid  for.  At  Mor- 
ristown  the  parsonage  debt  has  been  reduced  $150  and  a  fine  organ 
purchased  for  the  church.  At  St.  Peter  the  parlors,  dining-room,  and 
hall  of  the  parsonage  have  been  frescoed  and  over  $400  paid  on  the 
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debt.  Some  years  ago  the  ebiircli  at  Vernon  Center  was  moved  from^ 
the  old  town  and  lef c  unfurnished.  It  has  been  finished,  repaired,  and 
dedicated  without  a  penny  of  debt.  At  Waseca  the  parsonage  has  been 
papered,  city  water  put  in,  and  other  improvements,  costing  about  $125, 
made.  At  Waterville  the  parsonage  has  been  greatly  improved  in 
app^3arance  and  comfort  and  some  improvementis  made  upon  the 
church  at  Bethel.  At  Wells  electric  lights  have  been  put  in  the  church. 
At  AVinnebago  Cdty  the  church  has  been  repaired  and  painted  on  the 
outside,  changing  and  greatly  improving  its  appearance,  and  a  little  debt 
of  about  $200  has  been  paid  off. 

Have  given  special  attention  to  the  outstanding  loans  of  the  Church 
Extension  Society  on  the  district.  There  are  now  only  a  few  churches 
in  arrears,  and  we  expect  that  two  or  thi-ee  of  them  will  "pay  up"  soon 
after  conference.  I  have  also  looked  carefully  after  the  insuring  of  the 
churches  and  parsonages;  the  most  of  them  are  insm-ed  and  in  good 
reliable  companies. 

The  reports,  I  think,  will  show  that  our  benevolences  are  in  a  fairly 
good  condition. 

This  has  been,  in  most  respects,  the  most  enjoyable  year  of  mj 
ministry.  My  district  is  about  the  right  size,  keeping  me  well  em- 
ployed but  not  overworked.  My  relations  to  the  brethren  have  been 
most  pleasant  and  cordial.  They  have  all  aimed  to  do  their  best,  and 
have  been  a  blessing  to  the  churches  and  the  communities  where  they 
have  been  stationed.  JOHN  STAFFORD. 

MARSHAI.L  DISTRICT. 

Marshall  District  has  an  area  of  9,000  square  miles,  covering  four- 
teen counties  in  Southwestern  Minnesota,  and  not  much  less  than  one; 
half  the  total  territory  of  the  conference.  The  people  are  intelligent, 
vigorous  and  largely  American.  Methodism  is  strongly  intrenched,  the 
result  of  wise  planning  and  careful  work  in  the  past. 

We  began  the  year  with  thirty  regular  charges.  Three  charges  have 
been  organized,  and  there  is  immediate  prospect  of  further  increase. 
In  these  charges  there  are  92  preaching  places  and  74  Sunday-schools. 
We  have  34  pastors.  40  church  buildings,  and  20  parsonages.  The  army 
of  the  laity  is  led  by  548  ofhcial  members.  These  pastors  have  during 
the  year  received  rCS  persons  on  probation,  and  the  net  increase  in  full 
membership  will  be  something  more  than  400. 

All  members  of  the  conference  who  were  appointed  to  charges  have 
continued  faithful.  C.  S.  Royse,  a  supernumerary  member  of  our  con- 
ference, Avas  appointed  to  supply  Woodstock:  S.  T.  Semans  was  em- 
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ployed  on  Marshall  Circuit;  F.  S.  Seeds,  a  probationer  of  the  Minn'.)Sota 
Northern  Conference,  was  appointed  to  a  new  work  at  Sleepy  Eye  in 
May,  on  the  completion  of  his  course  in  Garrett  Biblical  Institute,  and 
C.  E.  Davenport,  a  supernumerary  of  tlie  Minnesota  Northern  Con- 
ference, took  charge  of  Canby  in  June. 

Death  has  entered  into  but  one  pastor's  home.  In  January  Mrs. 
J.  D.  Deets  died  in  Jasper,  after  a  lingering  illness.  She  was  a  true  and 
faithful  disciple,  and  at  the  last  was  eager  to  be  gone.  She  was  laid 
to  rest  by  the  side  of  her  two  children  at  Pairmount.  N,  D. 

It  has  been  a  good  revival  year.  Nearly  all  the  charges  have  enjoyed 
a  gracious  visitation. 

Churches  have  been  dedicated  at  Redwood  Falls,  Fairmont,  and 
Sanborn,  The  first  two  easily  rank  with  the  best  in  the  conference  in 
beauty  and  convenience.  The  one  at  Sanborn,  costing  $2,100,  represents 
as  much  of  toil  and  sacrifice  as  the  others.  At  St.  James  Avill  be 
dedicated  in  November  the  finest  church  of  any  kind  in  the  state  west 
of  Mankato.  Churches  are  now  building  at  East  Chain  and  Jasper, 
and  several  others  are  projected  for  fall  and  spring.  Improvements 
have  been  made  in  our  church  property  at  Marshall,  Slayton,  Fulda, 
Balaton,  Wood  Lake,  Morton,  Lakefleld,  Springfield,  Rushmore,  Wood- 
stock, and  Fairfax.  Debts  have  been  paid  as  follows:  Redwood  Falls, 
$1,000;  Triumph,  $130;  Sherburne,  $179;  Welcome,  $270;  Fairmont, 
$4,974;  Lakefield,  $60;  Heron  Lake,  $920;  Windom,  $950;  St.  James, 
$6,000;  Sanborn,  $1,500;  Beaver  Creek,  $115;  Luverne,  $350;  Rushmore, 
$60;  Fulda,  $172;  Fairfax,  $400.  At  Sherburne  a  building  has  been 
bought  and  fitted  over  into  a  comfortable  place  of  worship.  At  Win- 
dom, Heron  Lake,  and  Luverne  new  parsonages  have  been  occupied 
which  are  good  enough  for  any  church  in  any  conference. 

In  the  early  summer  we  organized  a  District  Missionary  Society, 
which  began  its  work  July  1st,  the  purpose  of  which  was  the  occupation 
of  new  territory  within  our  district  limits.  F.  E.  Leazer,  a  local  deacon, 
was  employed  as  missionaiy,  and  a  company  of  laymen  and  preachers 
have  agreed  to  stand  behind  his  work. 

The  Epworth  League  has  received  careful  attention  and  the  district 
is  thoroughly  organized.  We  have  39  chapters  with  1,017  active  and  396 
associate  members,  a  total  of  1,413.  There  are  19  Junior  chapters  with 
790  members;  a  grand  total  of  2,203  members.  Twelve  chapters  have 
been  organized  this  year.  In  some  small  communities  where  it  takes  all 
the  young  people  to  form  one  society,  we  have  a  part  ownership  in  five 
Societies  of  Christian  Endeavor.  One  district  and  six  subdistrict  con- 
ventions have  been  held.  Two  points  have  been  emphasized  by  the 
experiences  of  the  year:  First,  no  Methodist  church  can  afford  to 
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allow  its  young  people  to  be  educated  away  from  the  traditions,  forms, 
spirit,  and  doctrines  of  Methodism.  Second,  having  made  the  stand 
for  a  denominational  society  we  should  recognize  the  fact  that  our 
young  people  must  be  trained  in  systematic  service.  The  training  school 
idea  must  have  its  chance  among  us.  During  the  next  five  years  loyal 
people  will  have  to  take  a  great  deal  of  trouble. 

Our  benevolent  collections  will  not  be  entirely  full.  What  we  have 
represents  much  work  and  sacrifice. 

The  demand  for  better  business  methods  in  our  charges  will  be 
apparent  in  the  shortage  in  the  salaries  of  the  preachers.  I  have  given 
especial  attention  in  every  place  to  this  matter.  It  now  seems  to  me 
that  the  revival  most  needed  is  a  revival  of  financial  righteousness. 

Concerning  myself,  I  have  but  this  to  say:  I  have  done  what  I  could 
of  the  task  given  me.  I  have  held  118  of  the  130  quarterly  conferences; 
have  attended  to  all  the  business  with  w^hat  faithfulness  I  could.  My 
sermons  and  addresses  number  200,  my  travel  counts  more  than  11,000 
miles,  1,100  of  which  has  been  by  team.  I  have  fojind  the)  pastors  with- 
out exception  a  company  of  self-denying,  faithful  men,  w^hose  lives 
have  been  above  reproach,  and  w^ho  have  had  many  opportunities  for  a 
latter-day  heroism  w^hich  is,  so  far  as  I  can  read,  as  full  of  sacrifice  as 
any  in  the  past.  To  name  any  with  commendation  and  not  all  would 
be  an  injustice.  We  have  peace  among  ourselves  and  we  confidently 
expect  further  victories.  H.  C.  JENNINGS. 

ST.  PAUL  DISTRICT. 

All  the  pastors  were  on  their  work  promptly  at  the  beginning  of  the 
year;  and  with  one  exception  have  continued  to  the  end  of  the  year. 
Rev.  C.  B.  Wilcox,  pastor  of  First  Chm'ch,  St.  Paul,  was  transferred 
to  Trinity  Church,  Lafayette,  Ind.,  in  the  middle  of  the  year.  Dr.  A. 
H.  Cleveland  was  appointed  to  fill  the  vacancy.  There  has  not  been, 
as  far  as  I  know,  a  death  in  the  immediate  family  of  any  of  the 
pastors  during  the  year. 

The  spiritual  results  of  the  year's  work  have  not  been  what  we  de- 
sired anJ  labored  and  prayed  for.  Every  pastor  has  done  faithful  pulpit 
and  pastoral  wwk,  with  some  fruit,  but  not  as  much  as  the  work 
justified.  On  the  whole,  I  can  report  progress.  The  spiritual  atmos- 
phere is  toning  up.  The  people  are  more  hopeful,  and  the  outlook  is 
more  promising.  It  would  soem  that  we  have  reached  "bed-rock"  in 
more  ways  than  one,  and  the  immediate  future  will  bring  to  our  Meth- 
odism better  days  and  more  satisfactoi^y  results. 
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First  Church,  Oxford,  and  Epworth  in  St.  Paul  are  now  in  process 
of  consolidation.   This  will  leave  to  Central  Park  all  the  "down  town' 
district  proper,  and  will  enable  that  struggling  church  to  earrj^  its  great 
burden  of  debt  until  providentially  delivered. 

By  unquestioned  devotion  to  our  denominational  interest,  by  wise  ad- 
ministration, by  the  loyal  preaching  of  Methodist  doctrine,  by  hearty 
and  prayerful  co-operation  of  pastors  and  people,  it  is  believed  that  in 
a  feAv  years  our  church  will  assume  its  proper  place  in  the  capital  of 
the  state. 

A  number  of  improvements  and  repairs  have  been  made  on  church 
and  parsonage  property,  including,  as.  far  as  reported,  the  following: 
First  church  $300,  parsonage  $370;  Faribault  church,  $1,000;  Rich  Val- 
ley church,  $100;  Farmington  church  $30,  parsonage  $100;  Dundas 
church,  $50;  Newport  church,  $75;  Faribault  parsonage,  $65;  Wesley  ad- 
dition to  church,  $300;  West  Concord  church,  $25;  Rice  Lake  church, 
$40;  Lake  City  church,  $200. 

White  Bear  is  now  changing  the  lecture  room  into  a  parsonage.  At 
Goodhue  a  beautiful  and  substantial  church  has  been  erected,  under 
the  direction  of  R3V.  H.  J.  Harrington,  at  a  cost  of  about  $2,400,  which 
will  be  dedicated  in  a  few  weeks,  free  of  debt,  excepting  $300  due 
Church  Extension  Society. 

The  Epworth  League  Chapters  and  Endeavor  Societies  are  in  a 
healthy  condition,  and  constitute  the  life  of  many  of  our  churches. 
The  Epworth  District  Conference  at  Hastings  in  May  was  a  model  in 
every  way,  as  was  also  the  Subdistrict  Conference  at  Stanton  in 
August.  The  State  Conference  at  Red  Rock  Park  in  June  was  the 
largest  ever  held  in  the  state,  and  the  most  helpful  in  spiritual  results. 

Hamline  University  constantly  grows  in  favor  among  om-  own  people 
and  the  public  generally.  The  past  year  has  been  one  of  unusual  pros- 
perity in  college  work.  A  large  class  was  graduated  in  June.  The  new 
year  opens  under  the  most  auspicious  circumstances  in  the  history  of 
the  university,  the  freshman  class  numbering  fifty. 

The  disciplinary  requirement  is  as  follows:  Name,  Hamline  Uni- 
versity; location,  Hamline,  Minn.;  president,  Rev.  G.  H.  Bridgman, 
D.  D.;  endowment  fund,  $230,000;  debt,  $35,000;  teachers  employed,  15; 
number  of  students  last  year,  283;  present  owner  of  property,  Meth- 
odist Episcopal  Church. 

I  have  endeavored  to  faithfully  perform  my  duties  as  superintendent 
of  the  temporal  and  spiritual  business  of  the  district.  I  have  earnestly 
sought  to  have  our  pastors  liberally  and  promptly  paid  for  their  work. 

I  cannot  close  this  report  without  adding  that  I  was  kindly  received 
by  both  preachers  and  laymen  when  I  entered  upon  my  work  a  year 
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£igo,  and  that  I  have  been  accorded  the  most  hearty  co-operation  during 
the  year.  My  intercourse  with  the  brethren  has  been  pleasant  and 
profitable.  I  have  had  good  health;  have  not  missed  an  appointment; 
have  visited  every  charge  three  times,  and  some  more  than  that;  have 
met  every  call  made  upon  me  for  special  service  when  it  was  at  all 
possible;  and,  what  is  better  than  all,  have  enjoyed  the  presence  o^  the 
Master  and  his  blessing  upon  my  labors.

WINONA  DISTRICT. 

The  year  has  been  swift  and  full  of  labor.  I  feel  that  it  has  been 
one  of  good,  healthy  progress.  The  practically  new  church  at  Plainview 
was  dedicated  November  11th,  with  all  bills  paid.  The  church  at  Pros- 
per, costing  ,^1,200,  was  dedicated  January  27th  by  Dr.  Marshall,  free  of 
debt. 

Our  people  at  Waulvokee,  on  the  Preston  charge,  were  locked  out  ot 
the  school  house,  where  they  had  worshiped  for  a  generation.  What 
seemed  a  hardship  proved  a  blessing,  for  on  April  5th  we  dedicated,  free 
of  debt,  a  neat  church,  costing  Jj^TOO,  built  largely  by  the  free  labor  of 
the  people  who  now  M'orship  there. 

The  new  church  at  Preston  was  dedicated  May  5th  by  Dr.  Robert 
Forbes. 

The  church  at  Harmony  will  be  dedicated  this  fall  at  a  cost  of  about 
5^1,500. 

The  corner  stone  of  the  new  Central  Church,  Winona,  was  laid  by 
Bishop  Fowler,  August  19th.  The  church  is  being  built  of  Whitewater 
stone,  and  will  be  a  magnificent  structure,  on  a  location  generally  con- 
ceded to  be  the  most  beautiful  and  commanding  in  the  city. 

Olive  Branch  Church,  Winona,  has  now  a  very  inviting  new  parson- 
age, costing  $1,700,  of  which  $l,200i  has  been  paid.  Other  items  of 
property  improvement  may  be  mentioned,  as  follows:  A  new  bell  in 
the  Kasson  church  and  a  ij^lOO  addition  to  the  parsonage;  a  concrete 
walk  about  the  Rochester  property;  a  new  roof,  outside  paint,  inside 
paint  and  paper  to  St.  Charles  church;  Spring  Valley  church  painted 
outside,  new  carpet  and  pulpit  furniture  upholstered;  addition  for 
parlors  and  kitchen  to  High  Forest  church;  neat  altar  rail  and  furniture 
at  Simpson;  Stewartville  church  papered  and  improved;  a  new  well 
and  substantial  parsonage  repairs  at  Marion,  at  Dover,  and  at  Elgin; 
parsonages  improved  at  Byron.  Caledonia,  Chatfield.  Money  Creek,  and 
Stockton.   The  old  parsonage  at  Zumbrota  was  sold  for  $1,100  and  a 
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new  location  adjacent  to  the  chui'ch  purchased  for  $250>  on  which  a 
suitable  parsonage  Avill  he  erected. 

Our  church  property  at  Rushford,  which  has  been  unoccupied  for 
several  years,  was  sold  for  $700. 

During  the  year  A.  J.  Williams  requested  release  from  the  pastorate 
at  Chatfield,  and  has  joined  the  Congregational  ministry.  G.  S.  Parker 
of  Marion  was  appointed  to  Chatfield  and  J.  A.  Sutton  to  Marion  circuit. 
Otherwise  the  appointments  have  remained  the  same  as  given  at  Con- 
ference. 

There  has  been  some  sickness  but  no  death  in  any  pastor's  home. 
Our  highly  esteemed  brother,  J.  J.  Elftman,  was  transferred  from 
superannuation  to  glory.  It  was  arranged  without  friction,  for  the 
same  Bishop  had  power  of  release  and  of  acceptance. 

The  benevolent  collections  will  stand  about  as  last  year.  We  had 
hoped  they  m'ght  be  largely  increased,  but  the  early  date  of  Conference, 
together  with  the  unusually  late  threshing  and  low  price  of  grain,  have 
interfered  with  all  money  matters. 

The  Epworth  Leagues  are  doing  well.  The  annual  district'  conven- 
tion, held  at  Plainview,  March  29th  and  30th,  was  the  most  whole- 
some and  helpful  I  have  known.  The  district  cabinet  unanimously  re- 
solved to  make  the  reading  course  the  feature  of  the  coming  year's 
work,  second,  of  course,  to  spiritual  work. 

The  evangelistic  spirit  has  been  abroad,  and  goodly  numbers  have 
been  gathered  in.  Six  tent  meetings  were  held  on  the  district  with 
gratifying  results,  and  partes  in  the  eastern  part  of  the  district  have 
purchased  a  tent  for  use  another  year.  Our  pastors  have  been  true  and 
zealous.  There  is  improvement  in  the  spirit  and  methods  of  stewards 
and  trustees  with  a  few  exceptions. 

As  for  myself,  I  have  done  the  best  I  could.  I  have  spent  every 
Sunday  of  the  year  in  active  service  on  the  district,  and  most  of  the 
time  between  Sundays,  preaching  207  times  and  holding  all  the  quarterly 
conferences  but  eight.  With  sincere  thanks  to  churches  and  pastors  for 
their  unfailing  courtesy,  with  gratitude  to  Almighty  God  for  his  patience 
and  loving  care,  and  with  a  keen  sense  of  how  much  and  how  con- 
stantly I  have  taxed  the  patience  of  God  and  man,  I  present  this 
review  of  another  year's  work  on  the  Winona  District.

Home  report  as  follows:   The  history  of  this  institution  for  the  past 
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year  has  been  one  of  mingled  disaster  and  success.  On  the  18th  of  Feb- 
ruary the  building  was  almost  completely  destroyed  by  fire.  This  neces- 
sarily occasioned  considerable  temporary  embarrassment.  For  a  con- 
siderable part  of  the  time  since  the  fire,  the  hospital  has  had  upward^ 
of  forty  patients  in  it,  thus  giving  evidence  both  of  its  popularity  and 
of  its  rigb.t  to  exist.  There  have  been  frequent  conversions  in  the  hos- 
pital during  the  year.  We  deem  it  our  duty  to  emphasize  once  more  thei 
fact  that  this  hospital  depends  for  its  continued  existence  upon  the;! 
support  which  can  be  secured  for  it  from;  among  the  churches  that  forrai 
its  constituency.  We  heartily  commend  to  all  our  charges  Bro.  R. 
Carter,  the  Hospital  Agent  for  the  Minnesota  Conference.  We  heartily 
recommend  that  this  conference  undertake  the  endowment  of  one 
twenty-dollar  room,  or  of  two  ten-dollar  rooms.  We  further  recom- 
mend that  the  Sunday  preceding  Christmas  day  be  observed  as  Hospi- 
tal Sunday.

TEMPERANCE. 

We  reiterate  our  former  declarations,  and  indorse  the  declarations 
of  our  General  Conference  concerning  the  iniquity  of  the  saloon  sys- 
tem. We  rejoice  in  tlie  progress  of  the  temperance  reform.  We  com- 
mend the  Woman's  Christian  Temperance  Union,  the  Independent  Or- 
der of  Good  Templars,  audi  other  temperance  societies,  actively  antago- 
nizing tlie  saloon,  for  the  invaluable  service  which  they  render  this  great 
reform,  through  their  work  along  educational  lines.  While  recognizing 
the  greatness  of  our  task,  and  deploring  the  inevitable  differences  of 
opinion  among  good  men  as  to  methods  and  policies,  we  earnestly  ex- 
hort our  people  to  faithful  and  strenuous  endeavor  and  universal  co- 
operation along  the  lines  prescribed  by  the  Discipline  and  recommended 
by  thd  General  Conference  of  the  church. 
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We  exhort  our  brethren  to  consider  and  fulfill  their  political  obliga- 
tions to  the  temperance  reform.  No  citizen  is  guiltless  of  the  conse- 
quences of  this  traffic  who  does  not  lift  his  voice  and  cast  his  vote 
against  it.  At  tlie  caucus  and  convention  of  his  party  he  should  be 
present  to  secure  the  adoption  of  a  policy  and  the  nomination  of  can- 
didates antagonistic  to  the  saloon.  He  should  contend  manfully  for 
the  enforcement  of  all  laws  against  the  hquor  traffic,  and  labor  unre- 
mittingly to  secure  its  total  prohibition. 

We  recommend,  furthermore: 

1.  That  the  pastor,  in  his  preaching  and  in  the  organization  and 
work  of  his  church,  give  to  this  cause  the  attention  which  its  importance 
demands. 

2.  That  the  quarterly  temperance  lesson  be  faithfully  taught,  tem- 
perance literature  distributed,  and  the  triple  pledge  circulated  in  the 
Sunday-school. 

3.  That  the  Quarterly  Conference  Committee  on  Temperance  do 
faithfully  the  work  prescribed  for  it  by  the  Discipline;  and  that  the 
fourth  *Simday  of  November  be  observed  as  a  grand  temperance  day, 
in  which  this  important  cause  shall  have  recognition  in  the  various 
societies  and  services  of  the  church. 

4.  That  we  request  the  General  Conference  of  our  church  to  author- 
ize the  observance  of  tlie  fourth  Sunday  in  November  of  each  year  as 
Temperance  Sunday,  in  accordance  with  the  request  of  the  National 
Woman's  Christian  Temperance  Union. 

5.  That  Christian  Temperance  Leagues  be  organized  in  every  church, 
according  to  the  plan  proposed  by  the  last  General  Conference,  and) 
adopted  by  this  conference  at  its  last  session. 

G.  That  through  these  Christian  Temperance  Leagues,  and  by  all 
means  practicable,  a  vigorous  campaign  be  inaugurated,  having  for  its 
object  these  three  things: 

(1)  The  strict  enforcement  of  all  existing  laws  against  the  hquor 
traffic. 

(2)  The  extension  of  the  local  option  principle  to  counties. 

(3)  The  election  of  men  to  our  next  legislature  who  are  known  to 
be  opposed  to  the  hquor  trafiic  and  are  pledged  to  favor  a  bill  grant- 
ing local  option  to  counties. 

7.  Finally,  we  recommend  the  appointment  of  a  committee  whose 
duty  it  shall  be  to  promote  temperance  work  along  the  lines  herein  in- 
dicated throughout  the  conference.

SUSTENTATION  OF  CONFERENCE  CLAIMANTS. 

I .  — COXTIUB  UTIONS. 

A  service  shall  be  held  in  each  congregation  in  the  interest  of  con- 
ference claimants,  at  which  the  pastor  shall  present  this  cause  to  the 
people,  emphasizing  the  obligation  of  the  church  to  care  for  these 
claimants,  and  shall  take  a  collection  in  the  congregation  for  their  sup- 
port, separate  frcm  all  other  interests. 

II.— CONFEIIKNCE  IJOARD  OF  STEWARDS. 

1.  This  board  shall  consist  of  seven  members,  one  of  whom  shall  be 
chairman,  who  shall  be  elected  as  such  by  the  conference,  to  serve 
for  three  years.  The  other  six  members  of  the  board  shall  be  divided 
into  three  classes,  of  two  each,  and  the  conference  shall,  at  the  present 
session,  elect  two  members  to  serve  for  one  year,  two  members  to  serve 
for  two  years,  and  two  members  to  serve  for  three  years,  and  annually 
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thereafter  elect  two,  to  take  tlie  place  of  the  retu-ing  class;  also,  shall 
elect  to  fill  vacancies  that  may  occur  in  any  class,  from  time  to  time. 

2.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  chairman  of  this  board  to  obtain  all 
possible  information  concerning  the  necessities  of  claimants,  and  lay 
the  same  before  the  board  at  the  annual  conference;  and  the  board 
shall  determine  from  the  information  before  it  the  relative  necessities 
of  each  and  every  claimant  and  make  the  appropriations  of  moneys  on 
hand  accordingly,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the«  conference. 

III.— THE  DISTRIBUTION  OF  FUNDS. 

1.  All  moneys  received  annually  for  distribution  among  conference 
claimants  shall  be  divided  into  two  parts.  The  first,  consisting  of  sixty 
per  cent  of  the  whole,  shall  be  called  the  "General  Fund."  The  second, 
consisting  of  forty  par  cent  of  the  whole,  shall  be  called  the  "Neces- 
sitous Fund." 

2.  All  superannuated  ministers,  the  widows,  and  children  (under 
fifteen  years  of  age)  of  deceased  ministers,  and  such  supernumerary 
and  effective  ministers  as  the  conference  may  recommend  to  the  con- 
sideration of  the  board,  shall  be  conference  claimants,  un- 
less th3  claim  ba  voluntarily  relinquished  or  the  claim  be 
disallowed  (either  in  whole  or  in  part)  by  the  conference,  on  the  recom- 
mendation of  the  board  of  stewards,  based  upon  the  conviction  that  the 
claimant  receives  adequate  support  from  other  sources. 

3.  The  General  Fund  shall  be  divided  among  the  claimants  on  the 
following  basis:  Each  superannuated  minister  shall  receive  annually 
ten  ($10)  dollars  for  each  and  every  year  of  his  effective  service;  each 
widow  shall  receive  one-half  of  her  husband's  claim;  and  each  child 
under  fifteen  years  shall  receive  one-fifth  of  its  father's  claim. 

4.  Thes3  claims  shall  be  paid  pro  rata  from  the  moneys  in  hand. 

5.  The  Necessitous  Fund  shall  be  divided  among  the  claimants, 
whether  superannuates,  widows,  or  children,  whose  grants  from  the 
General  Fund  are  not  sufficient  for  their  needs,  and  among  other  neces- 
sitous cases  referred  to  the  board  by  the  annual  conference,  who  receive 
no  grant  from  the  General  Fund. 

This  fund  shall  be  divided  in  such  proportion  as  the  board  shall 
deem  equitable  and  just.  The  board  shall  report  their  apportionments 
to  the  claimants  to  the  conference,  and  upon  its  approval  the  same  shall 
be  paid. 

Whereas,  the  carrying  out  of  this  plan  will  require  an  increased 
income  for  the  support  of  conference  claimants;  therefore, 
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Resolved,  That  each  preacher  except  superannuates  will  be  ex- 
pected to  pay  into  this  fund  one-half  of  one  per  cent  of  his  salary 
above  house  rent,  and  traveling  expenses  of  presiding  elders.

4.  In  order  to  do  this  we  will,  in  our  several  appointments,  avail 
ourselves  of  the  helps  provided  by  the  board,  in  "Christianity  in 
Earnest '  and  "Glad  Tidings,"  and  will  endeavor  to  lead  «11  om-  churches 
to  respond  in  full  to  the  call  made  upon  them  in  pursuance  of  the  plans 
of  the  Discipline.

MRS.  MARY  E.  BEAR. 

Mrs.  Mary  E.  Bear,  widow  of  the  late  Rev.  Wm.  M.  Bear  of  the 
Minnesota  Annual  Conference,  died  at  Worthington.  Minn.,  March  15, 
1895,  in  the  seventy-first  year  of  her  age. 

Sister  Bear,  whose  maiden  name  was  Clark,  was  born  in  Mercer 
county,  Pennsylvania,  Sept.  5,  1824.  Her  parents  were  members  of  the 
United  Presbyterian  Church,  and  from  early  childhood  taught  her  the 
fear  of  the  Lord.  In  her  seventeenth  year  she  experienced  the  joys 
of  saving  grace  in  Christ,  and  became  a  member  of  the  Methodist 
Episcopal  Ohm'ch.  On  June  26,'  1849,  she  was  united  in  marriage  with 
Rev.  Wm.  M,  Bear,  then  of  the  Erie  Annual  Conference.  This  union 
was  bless?d  with  five  children,  two  sons  and  three  daughters,  four  of 
whom— two  sons  and  two  daughters— still  survive.  She  proved  a  worthy 
helpmeet,  and  cheerfully  shared  with  the  companion  of  her  choice  the 
privations,  labors,  sorrows,  and  joys  peculiar  to  the  early  Methodist 
itinerancy.  With  him  and  family  she  came  to  Minnesota  in  1872.  since 
which  time  she  lived  in  the  vicinity  of  Bigelow  or  Worthington.  For 
several  years  she  made  her  home  with  her  son-in-law,  Maj.  B.  F.  Thm^- 
ber,  to  whose  motherless  children  she  filled  the  place  of  mother.  Though 
of  a  quiet,  unassuming  disposition,  making  but  little  public  demonstra- 
tion, all  who  knew  her  admired  her  beautiful  Christian  character,  and 
many  will  have  occasion  to  rejoice  throughout  eternity  because  she 
lived.  She  died  as  she  lived,  exercising  the  most  implicit  confidence  in 
her  Divine  Savior  to  keep  that  which  she  had  "committed  unto  him 
against  that  day."   Truly,  to  her  to  die  was  gain.

REV.  JULIUS  J.  ELFTMAN. 

Rev.  Julius  J.  Elftman  was  born  in  Germany,  July  24,  1851,  and  died 
June  4,  1895.    At  the  age  of  five  years  he  came  with  his  parents  to  the 
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State  of  Wisconsin,  Wlien  he  was  fourteen  years  old  lie  was  con- 
firmed in  the  Lutheran  Church.  At  the  age  of  seventeen  he,  with  many 
others,  attended  a  camp  meeting  held  by  the  German  Evangelical  Asso- 
ciation and  during  the  meetings  was  gloriously  converted.  His  parents 
destined  him  for  the  ministry,  and  at  the  age  of  twenty-one  he  went  to 
Naperville,  111.  He  graduated  with  honors  from  the  same  college  in 
1876.  Immediately  after  his  graduation  he  entered  the  ministry  of 
the  Evangelical  Association,  and  with  another  brother  minister  was 
given  a  circuit  embracing  seventeen  appointments  and  requiring  four 
weeks  to  complete  the  circuit.  He  was  ordained  at  Genesee  in  1879, 
and  was  at  once  appointed  to  Freeport  circuit,  Illinois.  Here  he  re- 
mained two  years.  Taking  chai-ge  of  the  church  at  Lo- 
raine  at  the  end  of  his  pastorate  on  the  Freeport  circuit, 
he  was  at  once  blessed  with  a  wonderful  revival  on  his 
charge.  At  the  end  of  the  year  he  removed  to  Peirce,  where 
the  same  blessed  results  followed.  Excessive  labor  and  threatened 
prostration  caused  him  to  seek  a  change  of  climate,  and  in  1884  he 
transferred  to  the  Minnesota  Conference  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal 
Church.  After  serving  faithfully  and  acceptably  at  Canton  and  Mabel 
two  years  and  at  Marion  one,  failing  health  compelled  him  to  seek  a 
change  of  climate  once  more.  He  went  to  California,  but  received  no 
benefit.  Returning  to  Minnesota,  he  served  Byron  two  years  and 
Marion  (his  former  charge)  one  year,  when  he  was  obliged  to  give  up 
work.  In  1891  he  took  a  supernumeraiy  relation,  making  his  home  in 
Rochester,  INIinn.,  until  last  spring,  when,  for  family-  reasons,  he  moved 
to  Morrison,  111,  Brother  Elftman  married  in  187C  and  leaves  behind 
him  a  loving  "wife  and  four  children,  but  they  mourn  not  as  "those 
without  hope"  but  as  those  who  have  a  certain  and  glorious  hope  that 
they  shail  ere  long  meet  the  husband  and  father  again.  On  May  30th  of 
this  year,  he  Avas  taken  very  sick  and  with  the  exception  of  a  few 
hours  remained  unconscious  until  the  end. 

When  the  family  first  came  to  Morrison  Baby  Julius,  wearied  with 
the  journey,  said  to  his  father,  "Papa,  next  time  we  move,  let's  move 
to  heaven."  The  words  were  prophetic  of  the  father's  early  departure. 
His  work  is  done.  His  warfare  is  ended.  He  has  moved  to  heaven,  re- 
ceiving thereby  his  last  and  best  appointment.

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MRS.  J.  I).  DEETS. 

Ab'bie  J.  Bennett  Deets,  wife  of  Rev.  J.  D.  Deets,  of  the  Minnesota 
Conference,  died  in  Jasper,  Minnesota,  Jan.  24,  1895. 

Sister  Deets  was  born  in  Elmira,  N.  Y.,  Nov.  17,  1861.  She  was  the 
daughter  of  Horace  and  Clara  Bennett.  She  was  converted  early  in 
life  and  united  with  the  Baptist  Church. 

She  came  to  North  Dakota  from  New  York  in  1883,  and  settled  at 
Sanborn,  where  she  taught  school  for  several  years.  She  was  a  very 
successful  teacher,  and  greatly  loved  by  the  children. 

She  married  Rev.  J.  D.  Deets  in  1889,  who  was  then  pastor  of  the 
Jamestown  circuit,  North  Dakota  Conference.  She  entered  heartily  into 
the  spirit  of  the  iJlethodist  itinerancy.  She  was  the  mother  of  two 
children,  both  dying  in  infancy. 

She  suffered  from  consumption,  and  was  in  very  poor  health  when 
she  came  to  Jasper  at  the  close  of  our  last  conference.  But  in  spite 
of  failing  strength  she  exerted  a  strong  influence  for  good  and  made 
many  warm  friends.  Those  who  knew  her  best  say  she  was  one  of  the 
most  sweet-spirited,  patient,  loving,  Christian  characters  they  ever 
knew.   She  passed  from  death  to  life,  sweetly  trusting  in  Jesus. 

Dr.  Jennings,  presiding  elder  of  the  Marshall  District,  preached  her 
funeral  sermon  at  Jasper  on  Sunday,  Jan.  27,  1895.  Her  body  was 
taken  to  Fairmount,  N.  D.,  and  placed  beside  her  two  little  children  to 
await  the  call  of  the  Master.

The  seventli  quadrennial  session  of  the  Minnesota  Lay  Electoral 
Conference  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  met  at  Faribault,  Minn., 
at  10  o'clock  a.  m.,  Friday,  Sept.  27,  1895.

E.  Budd  of 
St.  Paul  (chairman),  J.  S.  Mather  of  Madelia,  M.  M.  Hoagland  of 
Marshall,  Charles  Vance  of  Money  Creek,  and  Fred  Osterhout  of  Mor- 
ristown. 

On  motion  of  Professor  Drew,  the  chair  then  appointed  a  committee 
of  three  on  permanent  organization,  consisting  of  Hon.  A.  W.  Sperry 
(chairman)  of  Owatonna,  J.  H.  Bowers  of  Redwood  Falls,  and  S.  S.

On  motion  of  N.  B.  Foot  of  St.  James,  the  report  of  tlie  Committee 
on  Credentials  was  adopted. 

Hon.  W.  A.  Sperry,  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Permanent 
Organization,  reported,  and  moved  that  the  temporary  organization  be 
made  permanent,  which  motion  was  adopted. 

On  motion  of  Prof.  H.  S.  Balder  of  St.  Paul,  a  Committee  on  Resolu- 
tions was  elected,  consisting  of  Prof.  A.  Z.  Drew  of  Hamline,  N.  B. 
Foot  of  St.  James,  and  J.  C.  Halbkat  of  Spring  Valley. 

Revs.  W.  C.  Rice  and  F.  B.  Cowgill,  a  committee  from  the  Ministerial 
Conference  in  session,  presented  an  invitation  from  the  Bishop  to  the 
Conference  to  proceed  to  the  Methodist  church,  at  11:30  a.  m.,  to  receive 
his  address. 

On  motion  of  Senator  Sperry,  the  invitation  was  accepted. 

On  motion  of  Senator  Sperry,  all  resolutions  were  first  presented  to 
the  Conference  and  then  referred;  to  the  Committee  on  Resolutions. 

Professor  Drew  then  presented  three  resolutions;  first,  in  regard  to 
Hamline  University;  second,  in  regard  to  the  admission  of  women  to 
the  General  Conference;  and,  third,  a  recommedation  that  the  next 
General  Conference  provide  for  a  constitutional  convention  to  revise 
the  constitution  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church.  P.  B.  Palmer 
presented  resolutions  in  regard  to  Presiding  Elders. 

On  motion  of  N.  B.  Foot,  the  Conference  then  took  a  recess  to  meet 
at  2  o'clock  p.  m.,  and  proceeded  in  a  body  to  receive  the  Bishop's^ 
address. 


The  Conference  convened  at  2/  p.  m. 

Mr.  Budd,  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Credentials,  was  given 
leave  to  amend  their  original  report  by  adding  thereto  the  names  of 
the  following  who  had  since  arrived:

and  they  were  declared  elected.

The  Committee  on  Resolutions  tlien  presented  tlie  following  report, 
wliicli  was  adopted: 

Resolved,  That  we  express  our  hearty  appreciation  of  the  work  being  done  by 
Hamline  University,  and  advise  the  young  people  of  all  our  churches  who  intend 
securing  a  higher  education  to  seek  it  there. 

Resolved,  That  we  favor  the  admission  of  women  to  the  General  Conference 
on  an  equality  with  men;  that  we  disapprove  of  any  method  that  proposes  to 
admit  them  in  any  other  than  the  constitutional  way;  and  we  therefore  recom- 
mend  to  the  Minnesota  Annual  Conference  now  assembled  that  it  refuse  to  vote 
upon  the  so-called  constitutional  amendment  submitted  by  the  last  General 
Conference  relative  to  the  admission  of  women  as  lay  delegates  to  the  General 
Conference. 

Resolved,  That  we  heartily  commend  the  movement  for  the  organization  of  the 
young  people  in  our  church  for  training  in  the  works  and  doctrines  of  Methodism. 

That  we  urge  upon  the  pastors  and  oflBcial  boards  the  importance  of  the 
Epworth  League  training  schools,  and  request  their  co-operation  in  organizing 
and  sustaining  the  same. 

That  we  indorse  the  "Epworth  Herald"  as  a  medium  for  the  dissemination 
among  our  young  of  a  knowledge  of  our  church  and  its  work  and  mission. 

That  we  commend  the  Epworth  League  reading  course  and  urge  the  young 
people  to  organize  a  class  for  its  study  in  each  station  in  the  conference. 

That  we  indorse  the  college  day  in  the  Epworth  League,  proposed  by  the 
General  Cabinet  and  urge  pastors  to  see  that  it  is  properly  celebrated. 

Resolved,  That  this  Lay  Conference  favors  such  a  modification  or  change  in 
the  disciplinary  rule  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church  governing  the  election 
of  trustees  and  stewards  as  would  provide  for  the  election  of  these  oflQcers  by 
direct  vote  of  all  the  lay  members  of  each  church  who  are  eighteen  years  of 
age  and  upwards. 

Resolved,  That  we  reiterate  our  past  statements  upon  the  liquor  question  in 
which  we  indorse  the  statement  of  the  Discipline  that  the  liquor  traffic  can 
never  be  legalized  without  sin. 

Resolved,  That  we  recommend  to  the  next  General  Conference  that  it  provide 
for  a  constitutional  convention  for  the  purpose  of  revising  the  constitution  of 
the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church. 

On  motion,  the  Secretary  was  instructed  to  report  to  the  Minis- 
terial Conference,  at  its  morning  session,  the  doings  of  the  Lay  Con- 
ference, and,  on  motion,  the  Conference  then  adjourned  sine  die.
